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DC motor 1 is connected to a terminal 2a connected to a movable 
contact (this movable contact is usually connected to a suitable means 
such as a contact spring driven by an armature) AR of an 
electromagnetic relay 2. The above terminal 2a connected to the 
movable contact AR will hereinafter be referred to as a "movable contact 
terminal". 

The other end of the DC motor 1 is connected to a 
terminal 2b connected to a normally closed contact N/C (i.e. break 
contact) of the electromagnetic relay 2. The above terminal 2b 
connected to the normally closed contact N/C will hereinafter be 
referred to as a "normally closed contact terminal". A connection point 
2d between the other end of the DC motor 1 and the normally closed 
contact 2b is connected to the ground. 

A terminal 2m connected to a normally open contact N/O 
(i.e. make contact) of the electromagnetic relay 2 is connected to a 
power supply at a terminal 3, at which a positive DC voltage (+B) is 
supplied from a car battery. The above terminal 2m to which the 
normally open contact N/O is connected will hereinafter be referred to 
as a "normally open contact terminal". 

The electromagnetic relay 2 includes a coil 2C. The coil 
2C is energized or de-energized by control current supplied from a 
windshield wiper drive controller 4 when a user operates a windshield 
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
